WINNIPHG, Sept. 8—With the ex- 
ception of some late crops, cutting of 
grainin the middle west ig practical- 
ly-completed, the recemt change to 
cool weather. affecting harvesting op- 
erations little. ‘Light to . heavy 
showers in western Manitoba and 
Alberta, and som esnowfall jo, M- 


port of the Canadian Pacific RAil- 
way’s agricultural department. 

Wheat cutting is practically one 
hundred per cent completed, and 
threshing is general, except along 
Hines radiating from Wilkie in north- 
western Gaskatchewan. Wheat is ap- 
proximately 45 per cent threshed; 
oats 30 per cent; and barley 35 pet 
cent the figures rising in central and 
southern areas where threshing is 
finished. 

From many points in the west crop 
yields are reported better than was 
expected early in the summer. In 
northrn districts favorable conditions 
have brought yields of 36 to 40 bueh- 
els. Increasing use of combines and 
headers is noticeable, one point § in 
southern Alberta reporting a sale of 
75 combines. 

Little likelihood of material short- 
age in winter feed is due to the good 
stand of coarse grains, genbvrally 
better than last year, aside from a 
few sections struck by extreme 
drouth. Several points in the west, 
says the report, will market consid- 
erable grain to supply extra cattle 
and hogs at a number of points. 

No frost is reported in British 
Columbia where the apple crop con- 
tinues promising, though = early 
moisture would help the size and 
color of the fruit. Penticton district 
predicts the finest crop of Mackin- 
tosh Reds ever harvested. The 
movement of Wealthy apples and 
stone fruits is now at its peak, with 
brisk demand. . Mackintosh Reds 
will begin to move the third week 4n 
September.

age desired by the company, bearing 
the name Big River Fur Company, 
Ltd. In a communication from Dr. 
A. J. Saich, of Biggar, president of 
the company, it was stated he and 
his associates plan to stock the seven 
sections,#iow held with horses, cara- 
cul shee#, silver, cross and blue foxes, 

mink, marten and beaver, and at- 
tempt immediately to have the hold- 
ings extended to cover a township. 

The; project involves the construc- 
tion of¢a 10-mile road to connect 


through’ the Prince Albert National 
Park with the provincial highway » ¢ 
leading into Prince Albert. Work * 
will. be commenced almost immedi- 


ately, ‘Dr. Saich states, on clearing 
of roads and construction of neces- 
saty buildings. According to the 
company’s president, the project 
calls for the expenditure of $250,000 
on foads, buildings, fences, and stock 
for the unique venture. Thirty-five 
men will be employed the year round. 
Dominion land officials confirmed the 
leasing of seven sections to Dr. Saich 
and. associates.

British Columbia To Take Advantage 
Of Feeder Purchase Plan

feeder sale, October 16 to 18, or 
other western stockyard at which a 
minimum shipment is purchased, will 
be paid by the Dominion Government 
through its livestock * branch.

JEREMIAH — A PROPHET OF 
INDIVIDUAL RELIGION 


Golden Text: “Rae h one of us shall | 
give an account of himself to God.’ 


Romans 14.12. 

Lesson: Jeremiah 1.1-10; 14.7-22; | 
31.27-34. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 119. ! 
33-40 


Explanations and Comments 


Jeremiah's Call, 1.4-10. In the 
thirteenth year of Josiah’s reign (the 
reformer of our last lesson), Jere-| 
miah, the son of a priest in the little 
town of Anathoth, near Jerusalem, 
became conscious of the Divine call 
to the prophetic office. He was very 
reluctant to 4ake upon himself the 
duties of a prophet, and the strugyle 
which took place in his mind when 
something different) from) his ordin- 
ary consciousness made him certain 
that he was destined to be God's 
prophet of woe, he has told in the 
form of a dialogue between God and 
himself 

God speaks first and tells Jeremiah 
he had been chosen and consecrated 
before his birth, and that he is now 
appointed a prophet, not to the Jews 
only, but to all nations.

Jeremiah shrinks from the call, and | 
hesitates. “Ah, Lord Jehovah!" he 
exclaims, “Behold IT know not how to 
}speak; for I am a child.”’ The same 
Hebrew word here translated “child” 
is translated “young man” in Genesis 
14.24. He was not a child in years, 
but he lacked experience, he was un- 
prepared for so great a task. 

“Then Jehovah put forth His 
hand,” says Jeremiah, “and touched 
my mouth; and Jehovah said unto 
me, Behold I have put My words in 
thy mouth.” Jeremiah does not say 
that he saw a vision, but that the un- 
seen hand of power touched his 
mouth and at the same time he was 
assured that the words he should 
speak would be the words God would 
have him speak. In accordance with 
oriental habit, the prophet is here 
describing in figurative languaye 
what could not otherwise be describ- 
ed, the communion of his human

Three Thousand Men Sent From 
Winnipeg To Work In Harvest

unemployed in this city are being re-

Of these 3,000 were forwarded in 
July, and the balance in September.

The Indian Problem 
Sir John A. Simon Explains Difficul- 
ties To Audience In Washington 

Sir John A. Simon, head of Great | 
Britain's Indian statutory commis- | 
sion, expressed hope, in a speech at 
Washington, for “some way of ad- 
vance” on the India problem. 

Stressing difficulties of the past, 
the British statesman asked for 
United States sympathy ‘in keeping 
with the United States sense of fair 
play.” 

This third visit to the United 
States, Sir John said, has impressed 
him once more with this country’s | 
“abounding vitality.” 

‘I cannot see that this has been | 
affected by economic conditions,” 
added. 

The tall, blue-eyed visitor, one of 
England’s leading Liberals, in 
Washington as one of a party of 
guests of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation, discussed ‘the enormous 
task” in India. 

“There is no division of opinion 
in England on our policy in India,” 
he said. “It is, as stated in the law 
of 1919, the gradual development of 
self-governing institutions with a 
view to the progressive realization of 
regponsible government in India.” 

The two great difficulties, Sir John 
said, are that the vast mass of In- 
dians are villagers, living their lives 
with customs entirely different from 
those of ‘the educated, political min- 
ority,” and that®India is composed of 
“so many mixed elements that 
America’s mixture is the palest re- 
flection.” 
~ Ultimate solution of the problem, 
Sir John believes, “will not be a mere 
imitation of the representative gov- 
ernment British and Americans have 
worked out for themselves.” 

He declared an effort to transport 
such a government to India would 
be “planting a seed in soil that does 
not grow the tree.”

Rules and regulations, governing 
entries in the competitive classes of 
the World's Grain , Exhibition and 
Conference to be held in Regina, July 
5 to August 6, 1982, have been pre- 
pared and are available upon appli- 
cation from the office of the Secre- 
try, Imperial Bank Building, Regina, 
Canada, 

The World's Grain Exhibition is 
open to world-wide competition and 
any grower in any part of the oa 


may be an exhibitor. The regulations 
now issued point that with regard to 
type and quality of exhibits in each} 
class should consist of seed of a 
type and quality, capable of reprodu- 
cing a product of the most desirable 
character for the purpose intended. 
“General quality and appearance a- 
lone is not sufficient’ to quote the 
rules. Exhibitors should keep in 
mind the fac} that breeding will be 
taken into consideration.” 

The rules also, state that each ex- 
hibitor will be allowed to make en- 
try in as many classes as he may de- 
sire, but not more than one entry 
may be made in any one class. En- 
tries may be taken from any year’s 
crop; there being no resrictfon  re- 
specting the year in which the exhi- 
bit is grown. Application for entry, 
must be made on forms provided for 
this purpose and mailed to the Sec- 
retary, World’s Grain Exhibition and 
‘Conference, Regina, Canada. 

Included in hte rules and regula- 
tions is the following important no- 
tation: “Exhibits must be the bona 
fide property of the exhibitor and 
must have been grown by him and 
bear the variety name in classes | 
which eall for this provision.”
